Sound In a Fog. 

Tt tas often Leen noticed that on 
wet aud foggy days sounds are beard 
at a grester distance than on clear, 
fine days. It was Tyndall who ex- 
plained the reason for this He no 
ticed that the distance at which the 
sounds of foghorns, whistles and shots 
could be heard varied from day to day 
from two to twelve miles. The cause 
of this difference is found in the de- 
‘gree of homogeneity of the air. On a 
foggy or snowy day. the air may be 
perfectly homogeneous; this permits 
sound to travel a great distance. In 
clear weather the-air may be composed 
of vertical layers of differing consist- 
ency, and the sound waves are re- 
flected from the surfaces of the lay: "s. 


.Probably they are: also refracted. in 


“passing through the several layers.” 
Currents of warm ascending air form 
in one place and currents of cold de 
scending air form in others. Thus the 
atmosphere may be very transparent 
optically:and very opaque acoustically. 
—New York World.

APPLES CAN’ BE GROWN 
Dominion Horticulturist Says Prairies 
Will Produce Variety 


‘I believe tLat there are gréat opén- 
ings on the prairies for murket’ gar- 
dening in supplying the cities and 
amall towns with vegetables. The dif- 

| feulty is that those who are interest- 
ed in that line have largely gone to 
other pro inces, but the need is just 
as gre.t in this province for fresh 
vegetables, which ean be grown just 
as well hero ag anywhere else in the 
Dominion.” « ; 

This is the opinion of W. T. Ma- 
coun, Dominion horticuiturist, who 
hasbeen visiting’ tha wéstern experi- 
mental farms, and is staying at the 
Royal Alexandra.. Mr. ‘Macoun took 
quite an optimistic view of conditions 
as to horticulture throughout the 
west. When asked about ‘fruit-grow- 
ing on the prairies, and the oft-ex- 
pressed view that tree fruit cannoz be 
grown on the prairies, Mr. Macoun 
said that the fact that crab app’ 6 
could be grown so successfully was 
proof to him that apples could be 
grown,..if they were. properly. culti- 
vated. ‘In his tour of the west, Mr. 
Macoun found that fruit trées had 
gone through the winter better than 
usual. Prospects were getting better 
all the time, and before very long they 
would have rival varieties of apples 
from the prairie provinces, He 
thought. that the trouble had been 
that there had been so few interested 
in fruit trees. The people often did 
not*seem to have . horticultural | in- 
stincts. Thé Dominion horticlturist 
mentioned the fact that A, B. Steven- 
son, of Morden, raised large quanti- 
ties of app'es, which showed that they 
could be grown. 

Mr. Macoun has visiteé the farms at 
Indian Head, Scott, Rosthern, Bran- 
don, Agassiaz, and Sidney, B.C., on his 
present trip. He held that ‘Southern 
Manitoba and Southern Alberta were 
the best prairie sections in promise 
for fruit trees. At the Lethbridge ex- 
perimental farm they had quite a good 
crop of apples last year, and seemed 
likely to Lave one-agair this year. 

Mr. Macoun has. been 26 years at 
the Ottawa experimental farm, and at 
the farm has 90 acers of !and devoted 
to. horticulture,~the work being sub- 
divided into sections given to experi- 
ments in vegetables, fruit, ornamental 
nlan and plant breeding->-sipee 
Press. Ry

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STEEL TO LESSER SLAVE LAKE 


Dunvegan Line Will Reach Valley of 
the Peace River This Summer, 
Declares McArthur 


In the course of an interview at 
Winnipeg, J. D. McArthur, the well 
known railway contracwr, stated that 


steel had ‘been laid frem Edmonton|° 


to Lesser Slave Lake, a distance of 
170 miles,.and that the valley of thie 
Peace River country would be reach-' 
ed this summer. 

Mr. McArthur gave out for,the first 
time details of the Edmonton, Dun- 
vegan and British Columbia railway 
that is opening ‘up this last great west 


‘jand inland empire thousands of 


square miles in extent. He also an- 
nounced that work would commence 
this year on the great waterways rail- 
way to Fort McMurray, northwest of 
Edmonton, a distance of 350 miles. 
This line-to,Dunvegan and British Co- 


will result, not only to’ Calgary, but |lumbia, will extend 400 miles into the 


very heart of the Peace River dis- 
trict, where the settlers are reported 
to be pouring in. 

“We have completed the first 170 
miles of the line to Lesser Slave 
Lake,” said Mr.. McArthur. “We will 
reach the Smokey River, one.of the 
lower tributaries of the Peace River 
this fall and the road will be complet- 
ed to the British Columbia boundary 
line in the fall of 1915. 

“We are already operating under 
construction the division of 131 miles 
to the new town of Smith at the cross- 
ing of the. Athbasca river. The Do- 
minion government has had the coun- 
try surveyed, and there are thousands 
of homesteads avajlable between 
Smith and the British Columbia boun- 
dary and even beyond that point.” 

The two new railway lines that Mc- 
Arthur is constructing into Northern 
Alberta will lap 150,000 square miles 
of virgin territory, through which run 
several broad navigable streams that 
will give access to the country for set- 
tlement. There are at least 14,000 
homesteads oper for entry. The coun- 
try is rich in minerals, gold, copper, 
gypsum and petroleum being found, 
and there is coal everywhere.

STEADILY. DECREASING 


GAME GUARDIAN ASKS FOR AS 
SISTANCE IN PROTECTION 
OF WILD LIFE 


F. Bradshaw, Saskatchewan's Game 
Guardian, Appeals to Sportsmen and — 

, the Public to Co-operate With the 
Authorities in. the Preservation ef 
Game. 


Appealing to the sportsmen and 
public of the province to co-operate 
with the authorities in the preserva 
tion of the game of Saskatchewan, F. 
Bradshaw, provincial game guardian,’ 
has issued a pamphlet which will be 
widely circulated. While spring shoot- 
ing is prceuibited by law, it is still*¢ 
thought necessary_to urge the people 
to render asistance to the department, 
Unfair and Unsportsmanlike 


“The shooting of game virds in late 
winter and spring,” reads a quotation 
cited by Mr. Bradshaw from a publica- 
tion by Dr. William T. Hornsiey, dir- 
ector of the New York Zoological 
park, “is to be mentioned only to be 
condemned. It is grossiy unfair to 
the birds, outrageous in principle and 
most unsportsmanlike, no matter 
whether the law permits it or not. I 
think we have at least reached the 
point where it may trutufully be said 
that no gentleman shocts birds in 
spring. If the plea is made that ‘if 
we don’t shoot ducks in the spring 
we can’t shoot them at all,” then the 
answer is ‘if you can’t shoot game 
like high-minded, red-blooded sports 
men, don’t shoot at all.’ A gentleman ~ 
cannot afford to barter his standing 
and his .wn self-resp2ct for a few 
ducks in the spring when the birds 
are going north to lay their eggs, and - 
the man who insists on. shooting in 
spring may just as well go right on 
and do various ovhemythings that are 
beyond the pale, su has’ shooting 
chickens on the ground and shooting 
does or fawns. Even among the wild 
creature the breeding period of the 
wild creatures is under taboo. Then, 
if ever, may the beasts and birds cry 
‘king’s excuse.’” ‘
